Maintenance Technicians in which a board may partner with one or 5 

more local businesses and stakeholders to offer on-site training and 6 

course credit to students, and (2) the superintendent of the Technical 7 

Education and Career System to submit a report concerning the number 8 

of students, businesses and stakeholders participating in the pilot 9 

program and any recommendations for legislation to increase 10 

participation in the program to the joint standing committee of the 11 

General Assembly having cognizance of matters relating to education 12 

not later than January 1, 2025. 13
